w hat remains of a larger cemetery 
founded in 1687 by two of Penn's 
colonisers. One was James Harri­ 
son. a close friend of Penn and 
Hie. man 
wito served as 
Penn's 
steward at Pennsbury, three miles 
southwest. The other was Harri­ 
son's son-in-law, Phineas Pember­ 
ton, who rose to become the most 
Important of Penn's representatives 
in tills part of the colouy. He served 
as register of wills, clerk of the 
courts, master of the rolls, register 
general, 
recorder 
of 
proprietary 
quit-rents, member of the Provincal 
Council, member of the Assembly, 
Speaker of the Assembly and mem­ 
ber of Penn s Council of State. 
These men first settled the por­ 
tion of Ducks County which was 
known as “The Point” and consists 
of a promintory of lund Just south 
of Hiles Island, in the winter of 
1682-3. 
They built whut was intended 
to lie their permanent home, calling 
ll “Grove Place,” and established 
a settlement of their family, friends, 
and servants. 
Unfortunately, the 
locution, in tiiose days, proved to 
be seriously unhealthy, aud witliiu 
fifteen years most of the members 
of four generations of the family 
died. Phineas Pemberton then built 
the farm manor now known as Bol­ 
ton Farms, on higher ground a 
few miles west, and moved away 
from Grove Place 
On his death, 
however. Ids body was brought back 
to tile family burial plot at “The 
Polnt.** 
According to historians, the cem e­ 
tery has had several vicissitudes 
before its present removal 
It is 
described as having been originally 
160 feet square The present gener­ 
ation has known it in the form in 
which it was restored In I•05 by 
descendants of the Pemberton fam­ 
ily 
a walled-in area about 30 by 40 
feet. 
Extreme care must be used by 
tile archaeologists to trace and re­ 
cover the bodies believed lo be in­ 
terred in the cemetery. Work is 
slow. When one of tile men engaged 
tom es across nails or traces of 
wot id. still greater care is exer­ 
cised 
The bones thus busted are 
renfovflil and placed in a separate 
burial box. Among the unexpected

It is expected that ten days will 
be required to complete the search 


for the bodies, which, according to 
the family monument, number at 
least thirteen.

The fact is that high taxes are not deflationary. 
High taxes can be, and usually are, terrifically power­ 
ful, almost irresistable, inflationary forces. 
Really, this is so simple that the fundamental part of 
the story is something a child can understand. 
Let’s trace the cycle through. Let s see where taxes 
go, and whether they hold down price-inflation, or other 
kinds of inflation; and if not, whether they themselves 
are not inflationary. 
Broadly speaking, there are two kinds of taxes. I here 
are direct taxes on commodities——excise taxes, sales taxes, 
etc. And there are taxes which are not directly upon com­ 
modities— income taxes, corporation taxes, etc. 
It is very obvious that if the government levies a ten- 
dollar excise tax or sales tax upon a certain watch, that 
tax must go into the price of the watch in question. If it 
is a hundred-dollar watch, its price becomes $110. I hat’s 
a direct IO per cent inflation of the watch’s price. 
But how about the effect of the other types of taxes 
upon prices> A little thought will convince you that these 
taxes eventually show up in prices. There is no where

Taxes Are Inflationary

else for them to go. lf a man manufactures watches, or 
anything else, and has to pay income tax, how else can h^ 
get the money to pay it except through the sale of the 
articles he makes? The bigger his tastes, the higher price 
he has to charge. 
. 4 
Follow the thread through any sort of tax and price 
combination you can imagine, and you will find that al­ 
ways, and without exception, increased taxes make fo^ 
increased prices. And that is inflation. Lor anyone who 
fears inflation, and who wants to curb it, to set out doing 
so with high taxes, is really quite the same as attem pting 
to put out a fire by pouring gasoline on it. 
There is a counter-argument which must be disposed 
of. Those who are attempting to braintrust the Trum an 
Administration will say that, regardless of these facts just 
presented, high taxes will blot up buying power, and the 
high prices will deter purchasing, and therefore high taxe^ 
are really deflationary in their final effect. 
Again, those are mere theories which have never 
worked out in practice, and cannot work out in practice 
because they are fallacious. 
As to high taxes drying up buying power, that never 
has occurred in the past and certainly it will not at a period 
such as this, when the Administration has shown itself 
determined to grant wage increases to any union which 
seriously demands them, regardless of whether the monev 
is in sight to pay for these increases or not. 
The moment that high taxes threatened seriously to 
curb buying power, labor would demand, and almost in­ 
evitably receive, wage-increases commensurate with the 
taxes. And these wages would promptly be transferred to 
prices— or if the government forbade this step, either of 
I two results would follow: the industry in question would 
shut down, or its products would disappear from the legiti­ 
mate channels and «how up in the bbck-markets. 
. 
As for high prices curbing demand, that is one of 
those plausible statements which turn out to be absurdly 
false upon examination. High prices will slow down pur­ 
chasing of one line when alternate goods are available ar 
cheaper levels— bootleg whiskey in the place of legitimate 
liquor, for example. But high prices alone never have 
discouraged buying. If it s commodities the public will 
buy them, regardless of prices. 
So far as inflation is concerned, the real determining 
factors are the relationship between the total spending by 
government and the total earnings of the people. 
Our government is spending far too large a share of 
national income for us to avoid inflation. The only curb 
in sight which would have any chance whatever to slow 
down inflation would be a measure which the Truman 
(INS) -Th** National I Administration has determinedly refused to give morb
